1 . This Office Action is made in response to applicant's amendment filed on 
8/16/2010. Claims 1, 3, 4, and 9-20 are currently pending in the application. An action 
follows below: 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 3, 4, and 9-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 9-16 were indicated as allowable in the Office Action mailed on 
7/25/2007. The reasons for allowance for those claims were stated in that action. 

Claims 1,3,4, and 1 7-20 have been amended based on the findings of the 
Board of Appeals on 6/24/2010. The amendments to claims incorporate depending 
claim limitations that were found to be non-obvious by the board decision. Based on the 
amendments to the claims and the decision of the Board of Appeals, the claims are now 
allowed.
